The  fish  listed  here  are  one,  two  or  three 
years  old  and  have  spent  their  entire  lives  outdoors,  so  they  are  in  no 
way  to  he  classed  with  the  delicate  “hothouse”  varieties.  You  can  select 
any  of  the  grades  we  list  with  complete  assurance  that  they  are  strong 
and  healthy  fish,  in  the  best  condition  for  shipment. 

Goldfish  should  he  in  every  body  of  fresh  water  if  only  to  keep 
down  the  insect  pests  and  to  destroy  the  mosquitos,  for  in  this  respect 
nothing  is  superior  to  Goldfish.  Many  of  these  fish  are  very  inex¬ 
pensive.

The  male  has 
small  granules — like  small  grains  of  sugar — on  the  gill  plates 
and  at  times  down  the  front  rays  of  the  two  forward  or  pec¬ 
toral  fins.  The  gill  plates  of  the  female  are  always  smooth.)

( Genus  Nymphaea) 

ADD  GRACE  AND  CHARM  TO  EVERY 
PLACID  WATER  SURFACE 

ONE  or  more  specimens  of  the  Hardy  Water  Lilies  should  be  in 
every  pool.  Fish  and  plants  belong  together  and  each  profits 
by  the  other’s  presence.  Lily  leaves  shade  the  Goldfish  on  hot 
Summer  days,  and  the  fish  in  turn  reciprocate  by  eating  up  the  hugs 
as  rain  (or  your  hose)  washes  them  from  the  surface  of  the  leaves. 
Water  Lilies  will  adjust  themselves  to  small  changes  in  water  level. 
If  their  general  requirements  of  rich  soil,  shallow  water  and  sunny 
location  are  met,  very  little  attention  will  be  necessary  thereafter. 
(See  detailed  instructions  for  care  and  planting  of  lilies,  pages  11 
and  12.)  The  varieties  we  list  here  are  quite  hardy  and  well  adapted 
for  pools  or  ponds.  They  begin  to  flower  very  early  in  the  season. 
In  our  vicinity  blooms  begin  to  appear  in  April  and  continue  steadily 
until  October.  All  lilies  properly  tagged  when  shipped.  Five  of  a 
Kind  at  Ten  Rate.

WHITE 

ODORATA  -A  native  American  Water  Lily.  It  is  a  vigorous, 
prolific  grower  and  has  especial  merit  in  outdoor  ponds.

WE  have  all  heard  of  the  Sacred  Lotus  of  the  ancient 
Egyptians.  Today  this  plant  is  available  exactly  as  it 
grew  four  thousand  years  ago.  To  those  who  have  not 
seen  this  fascinating  plant,  our  description  of  its  handsome 
shieldlike  leaves,  its  gorgeous  flowers,  its  large  and  interest¬ 
ing  seed  pod,  will  be  the  more  interesting  when  told  that  the 
lotus  is  a  vigorous  grower  as  soon  as  it  becomes  established. 
The  plants  are  hardy  and  grow  under  the  same  conditions 
as  the  hardy  water  lilies.  They  are  admirably  suited  for 
planting  in  a  sunken  tub  or  half-barrel  filled  up  to  four 
inches  of  the  top  with  rich  soil.  It  will  only  be  necessary  to 
keep  adding  water  as  it  evaporates.  The  leaves  and  flowers 
are  borne  on  long  stems  high  above  water  so  that  they  will 
form  a  beautiful  center  or  corner  decoration  for  a  pool.  In 
planting  the  lotus,  care  should  be  taken  not  to  break  the 
growing  point  from  tubers,  therefore  press  into  the  soil 
gently,  cover  with  a  small  flat  stone  and  restrict  them  to  a 
given  area  if  planted  in  an  open  pond  so  as  to  prevent 
choking  out  other  plants.  Lotus  is  supplied  as  a  tuber  until 
May  15th  only.  Start  them  in  warm,  shallow  water  in  a 
sunny  location.  (3  inches  water  only  to  start.)

WATCH  THE  TEMPERATURE 

In  handling  Goldfish  it  is  important  to  see  that  the 
water  in  your  tanks  is  the  same  temperature  as  that  in 
our  shipping  can  before  you  remove  fish  to  put  them  in 
your  tank.  Goldfish  keep  better  in  water  under  60  degrees 
than  over  60  degrees. 

EQUALIZING  TEMPERATURE 

If  there  is  only  a  difference  of  four  degrees.  Goldfish 
can  be  counted  out  into  your  tank  at  once.  If  more  than 
four  degrees,  but  less  than  ten  degrees,  you  can  bring  the 
water  to  same  temperature  by  pouring  off  half  from  fish 
can  and  adding  your  tank  water  slowly  to  the  fish  can. 
This  will  equalize  temperature  in  a  few  minutes  time  and  will 
not  hurt  the  fish.  When  our  shipping  can  water  is  over  10 
degrees  warmer  or  colder  than  water  in  your  tank,  use  the 
same  method  of  equalizing  temperature,  hut  take  more  time 
to  do  it.  If  the  shipping  water  is  20  degrees  cooler  than  your 
tank  water,  then  allow  can  to  stand  until  temperatures  are 
equalized  by  the  room  heat.

treatment  can  be  given  the  fish  right  in  the  stock  tank,  or 
aquarium,  allowing  fish  to  remain  in  tank  about  two  days 
when  tank  should  be  drained  and  a  fresh  solution  given  them 
for  another  period  of  two  days  (no  running  water,  so  do  not 
overcrowd).  The  cure  will  he  affected  much  sooner  if  water 
can  he  held  at  a  temperature  of  about  70  degrees.  The  disease 
is  very  contagious  if  not  controlled. 


KEEP  FISH  OUT  OF  SUN 

Never  allow'  Goldfish  to  stand  in  their  cans  overnight,  or 
longer  than  necessary,  or  never  in  direct  sunlight,  and  never 
next  to  or  on  a  heater  unless  watched  carefully. 

KEEPING  IN  TANKS 

By  all  means  equip  your  Goldfish  storage  and  display 
tanks  with  running  water.  Goldfish  can  he  crowded  in  the 
store  tanks  for  weeks  at  a  time  when  supplied  with  running 
water.  Modern  practice  is  to  use  %-inch  tubing  perforated 
every  few'  inches  and  run  along  top  part  of  tank  fastened 
to  top  frame  inside  (out  of  sight)  and  just  a  few  inches  above 
water  level.  Since  there  is  more  oxygen  in  cold  water  than 
in  warm,  the  fish  can  he  more  crowded  in  cool  water  40  to  50 
degrees  than  in  water  55  to  70  degrees.  This  is  why  it  is 
best  not  to  carry  too  large  a  stock  in  Summer  or  whenever 
tank  water  is  warm. 


WHITE  FUNGUS 

This  is  a  common  Goldfish  disease  often  caused  by  sudden 
change  in  temperature  which  makes  fish  sick  and  susceptible 
to  these  organisms.  It  is  contagious.  The  sickest  fish  should 
be  thrown  away.  Give  the  others  the  mercurochrome  treat¬ 
ment  same  as  for  Ichthyophthirius.  Mild  salt  water  and  also 
Permanganate  of  Potash,  2  grains  (by  weight)  per  gallon,  can 
also  be  used. 

CONSTIPATION 

Often  causing  swimming  bladder  trouble  and  detected  by 
the  uncontrolled  action  of  fish,  swimming  in  circles,  on  hack, 
etc.,  can  often  be  cured  with  a  salt  treatment.  In  a  tank  large 
enough  to  allow'  fish  plenty  of  room  to  swim  freely,  add  1 
ounce  common  salt  or  rock  salt  (not  iodized  table  salt)  to  the 
gallon  of  water.  Allow  fish  to  remain  in  this  solution  about 
two  days.  Do  not  feed  during  treatment.  (If  fish  come  to  top 
and  gasp  for  air  they  will  have  to  be  removed  sooner.) 


FEEDING  IN  STORE 

In  store  tanks  feed  your  fish  Natural  Fish  Food  mostly. 
Get  the  one  pound  can  (listed  page  12).  A  little  wafer  at 
times  is  O.  K.  Feed  daily  in  stores  and  only  the  amount  fish 
will  clean  up  in  about  half  an  hour. 

AQUARIUM  MANAGEMENT  IN  STORES 

It  is  best  not  to  have  too  many  shells,  pebbles,  chips, 
ornaments,  etc.,  in  the  display  tanks,  as  food  lodges  in  such 
places  where  fish  cannot  get  it  and  will  foul  the  w'ater.  Some 
aquarium  plants  planted  so  they  w  ill  grow  are  best  and  only 
enough  to  give  a  nice  effect.  Use  also  a  few  snails  in  the 
tank  for  display  principally.  (See  below  on  keeping  snails.) 

SIGNS  OF  DISTRESS 

When  fish  huddle  at  bottom  of  tank  in  a  hall  or  have 
small  air  bubbles  on  them,  there  is  a  surplus  of  oxygen  and 
you  have  too  much  cold  running  water.  Turn  it  off  for  a 
while.  When  fish  come  to  the  top  and  gasp  for  air  there  is 
a  lack  of  oxygen  and  they  need  more  running  water.  When 
fish  sxvim  around  contentedly — slowly  searching  for  food, 
nibbling  plants,  etc.,  they  are  comfortable  and  conditions  O.K. 

CURING  GOLDFISH  DISEASES 

FLUKES,  ITCH,  ETC. 

Fish  having  the  Itch  are  restless  and  at  times  will  be 
noted  to  rub  themselves  against  the  bottom  of  the  tank  with 
a  quick  dart  to  their  side.  In  advanced  stages  the  fish  get 
weak,  thin  and  a  greyish  cast  (not  fungus)  appears  on  them 
— especially  noticeable  on  black  fish.  This  is  caused  by 
microscopic  parasites  in  the  body,  fins  or  gills  of  the  fish. 
The  treatment  we  recommend  is  a  good  HEALTH  DIP,  espe¬ 
cially  in  Spring  when  the  parasites  are  most  prevalent.  Use 
Glacial  Acetic  Acid,  36 %  strength  in  the  proportion  of  three 
ounces  to  four  gallons  of  water.  Use  a  deep  net,  allow  fish 
to  remain  in  the  dip  60  seconds  only.  This  treatment  causes 
a  whitish  appearance  to  fish  when  removed,  but  they  will  be 
much  improved  in  a  day.  A  second  dip  can  be  given  about 
four  days  later.  The  tank  should  be  thoroughly  washed  out. 

ICHTHYOPHTHIRIUS 

Commonly  called  “Ick",  is  a  minute  parasite  covering 
body  and  fins  and  gives  the  fish  an  appearance  of  having 
been  sprinkled  with  salt.  This  can  be  cured  by  adding  4 
drops  of  2 %  mercurochrome  to  the  gallon  of  water.  The 


FIN  CONGESTION 

Causing  red  streaks  and  blood  spots  on  fins  and  tail,  also 
a  whitish  slime  over  body  scales.  This  will  respond  nicely 
to  same  treatment  as  above. 

FISH  LICE 

Fish  lice,  while  not  of  themselves  dangerous  to  the  life 
of  Goldfish,  annoy  them  considerably  and  in  time  cause  sore 
spots  which  may  be  attacked  by  fungus.  The  only  method  of 
removing  them  so  far  found  effective  is  to  examine  each  fish 
closely  and  remove  the  leeches  with  a  small  tweezer,  being 
careful  not  to  remove  any  more  of  the  slime  from  the  fish  than 
necessary.  (The  transparent  natural  slime  that  covers  all 
fish  acts  as  their  outer  skin  to  protect  them  from  disease 
germs,  etc.)  If  a  pool  has  been  affected  by  these  parasites  we 
recommend  draining  it,  washing  off  plants,  etc.,  and  remov¬ 
ing  the  lice  from  fish  by  hand.  After  a  bad  case  dry  out  the 
pool  with  sunlight  for  a  few  days. 

SWIMMING  BLADDER  TROUBLE 

This  is  caused  by  uneven  inflation  of  the  two  little  bal¬ 
loons  that  act  as  swimming  bladders  and  normally  keep  the 
fish  on  an  even  keel.  When  there  is  trouble  here  t lie  fish  lies 
on  tin*  bottom  of  tank  or  will  swim  on  one  side  at  top.  There 
is  nothing  known  to  cure  this  as  it  is  entirely  organic. 

DISINFECTING  AQUARIUMS 

To  disinfect  a  diseased  aquarium  or  as  a  precaution  after 
regular  cleaning,  use  common  salt  on  a  clean  rag.  Then  let 
tank  dry  out  thoroughly  for  as  long  as  you  can  spare  it,  flush 
out  again  before  using  and  fill.  A  safety  razor  blade  is  fine 
for  cleaning  off  scum  from  glass.  In  outside  pools  we  recom¬ 
mend  sunlight  and  thorough  drying  out  to  disinfect  after 
trouble  of  any  kind. 

SEX  IN  GOLDFISH 

The  sex  of  young  Goldfish  is  very  difficult  to  determine. 
In  adult  fish  at  breeding  season  it  is  readily  detected.  The 
male  has  small  granules  (like  small  grains  of  sugar)  on  the 
gill  plates  and  at  times  down  the  front  rays  of  the  two  for¬ 
ward  or  pectoral  fins.  The  gill  plates  of  the  female  are 
always  smooth. 

SNAILS 

Japanese  Snails,  Red  Ramshorn.  Black  Ramshorn,  etc., 
should  be  kept  in  their  own  tank  with  a  number  of  Sagittaria 
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The  Lakeview  Ponds,  Mt.  Airy,  Cincinnati — "Everything  for  the  Goldfish  Pool" 


Notes  on  Keeping  Goldfish,  Etc. — Continued 


Plants  planted  in  2”  sand  on  the  bottom.  Feed  snails  on  lettuce 
leaves,  bits  of  cooked  still'  oatmeal,  wafer  fish  food  anchored 
to  bottom,  and  at  times  a  piece  of  dead  iish.  Also  a  few 
decayed  water  plants  at  times.  Keep  a  piece  of  Plaster  of 
Paris  in  the  tank  to  keep  their  shells  healthy.  No  running 
water  needed,  only  keep  up  the  evaporation.  Only  enough 
light  to  keep  the  plants  alive  is  needed. 

TURTLES  AND  NEWTS 

Keep  baby  turtles  where  they  can  crawl  out  of  the  water. 
Customers  should  keep  in  a  separate  bowl  from  fish,  but  in 
outdoor  pools  due  to  much  larger  size  they  can  be  kept 
together.  Feed  special  Turtle  and  Newt  food.  Same  care  for 
newts,  but  they  like  to  swim  more  than  turtles.  Newts  will 
eat  live  earthworms. 

WATER  LILIES  AND  PLANTS 

Water  lilies  should  be  planted  in  soil  as  soon  as  received 
from  us.  Never  allow  them  to  become  dry.  Keep  in  water 
or  wet  sphagnum  moss  until  planted  as  suggested  below. 

All  aquatic  plants  should  have  their  leaves  sprinkled  at 
times,  as  they  like  moisture  above  water,  too.  NEVER  ALLOW 
ANY  AQUATIC  PLANT  TO  DRY  OUT. 

KEEPING  WATER  PLANTS  IN  STORES 

In  stores  the  surplus  stock  of  Water  Lilies,  Lotus  and 
shallow  water  plants  such  as  Cat  Tail,  Pickerel  Rush,  etc., 
can  be  kept  in  a  well-seasoned  water-tight  old  tub  or  in  any 
water-tight  container  (preferably  not  a  new  galvanized  vessel) 
about  12"  deep  and  of  2  to  4  square  feet  surface  area. 

The  usual  practice  in  storing  such  plants  in  these  con¬ 
tainers  is  to  place  about  4  inches  of  rich  loamy  soil  in  the 
bottom,  then  plant  the  lilies,  lotus,  etc.,  in  rows,  with  tubers 
only  a  few  inches  apart.  (Thin  boards  can  be  used  to  make 
separators  for  different  varieties,  or  tag  each  plant.)  Odorata 
type  lilies  and  the  lotus  tubers  must  be  planted  on  their  side 
as  they  grow  horizontally,  not  vertically — but  turn  the  grow¬ 
ing  sprouts  to  the  top  and  be  careful  not  to  break  them  off'. 
Types  like  Mexicana  and  Chromatella  are  planted  same  as 
any  other  bulb  with  sprouts  and  roots. 

After  carefully  placing  all  the  plants,  cover  with  half  an 
inch  of  soil,  then  lay  small  llat  stones  over  the  Odorata  type 
and  lotus  to  keep  them  from  floating  up  to  the  top  when  water 
is  added  and  until  their  roots  take  hold.  Now  sprinkle  half 
an  inch  of  coarse  sand  over  whole  area  and  then  add  the 
water  carefully  so  as  the  whole  area  is  covered  with 
about  three  inches  of  water.  (The  sand  is  used  simply  to 
keep  the  water  clean  and  where  fish  are  present  1"  is  used.) 


If  these  Aquatics  are  handled  as  suggested  above  and  the 
container  placed  where  it  gets  light — plenty  of  light — and  so 
the  water  will  be  00  to  70  degrees — the  plants  will  begin  to 
grow  and  can  be  safely  kept  crowded  until  sold  in  three  to 
four  weeks.  As  they  grow  you  can  add  a  few  more  inches 
of  water  up  to  live  or  six  inches  over  sand  and  just  fill  in 
the  evaporation;  don’t  change  the  water,  but  keep  scum 
removed. 

A  dead  lotus  tuber  or  Odorata  tuber  shows  no  signs  of 
small  sprouts  and  will  smell  quite  offensive.  Hence  do  not 
sell  such  a  plant. 

UNDER  WATER  PLANTS 

Under  Water  Plants,  such  as  Anacliaris,  Cabomba,  Sagit- 
taria,  Myriophyllum,  Valisneiia,  etc.,  keep  O.K.  in  a  store  if 
in  running  water  and  not  too  crowded.  (A  light  drip,  merely 
to  keep  water  fresh,  is  all  that  is  needed.) 

Electric  light,  in  general,  helps  out  a  lot  where  plants  get 
no  light.  Plants  in  many  dealers’  tanks  of  Tropical  fish  are 
kept  growing  by  artificial  light  only. 

YOUR  OWN  HOME  POOL 

Many  dealers  find  they  can  very  profitably  keep  their 
surplus  Aquatics  at  home  in  an  outside  pool  during  May  and 
June  and  the  Summer  months  and  take  small  lots  to  the  store 
as  needed.  This  allows  all  plants  to  grow  nicely. 

Nurserymen  should  have  a  display  pool  at  their  grounds. 

Aphis,  etc.,  can  be  killed  with  a  spray  gun  in  the  store, 
but  do  not  use  too  much  spray  if  fish  are  present.  Wash  off 
with  a  hose  in  pools  where  there  are  plenty  of  fish  and  they 
will  eat  them. 

WATER  HYACINTHS 

Water  Hyacinths  are  floating  Aquatics.  They  have  an 
enormous  root  system,  but  only  the  tips  should  touch  soil. 
Hence  do  not  plant  them  in  the  soil  (see  page  8.)  In  your 
store  no  soil  is  needed  for  several  weeks.  Let  them  float  in 
water  only,  but  order  in  smaller  lots  say  50  or  100  at  a  time 
so  as  to  keep  them  fresh.  Don’t  order  over  10  days’  supply 
unless  you  can  keep  them  outside  in  a  suitable  place  in  May 
and  June. 

If  any  Water  Hyacinths  develop  yellow  leaves  from  stand¬ 
ing  too  long  in  poor  light  indoors,  break  off  the  yellow  leaf 
or  trim  with  scissors  to  l'estore  the  fresh  appearance  of  plant. 
If  the  last  few  plants  are  wilted,  you  can  sell  at  half  price 
to  clean  up,  and  you  can  assure  purchaser  that  they  will 
revive  and  produce  healthy  plants  if  planted  outside  as  per 
cii'culars. 


Planting  and  Culture  of  Hardy  Aquatics  in  Pools 


First  remember — and  have  your  customers  remember — 
never  allow  agnatic  plants  to  become  dry.  Use  a  good,  rich, 
loamy  soil  and  it  is  better  to  use  no  feitilizer  if  the  soil  is 
good,  than  to  use  too  much.  Well  rotted  cow  manure  used 
sparingly  in  the  lily  boxes  and  kept  away  from  the  roots  will 
help.  Water  Lily  soil  should  be  changed  every  two  or  three 
years.  Rone  meal  and  blood  meal  can  be  used  to  stimulate 
growth,  but  it  takes  sunshine  to  produce  flowers. 


Water  Lilies  marked  “prolific  growers ”  or  “vigorous 
plants”  can  use  from  two  to  four  cubic  feet  of  good  soil  per 
plant.  If  you  give  them  less  they  will  bloom  and  leaf  in  a 
smaller  way,  but  the  smaller  types  are  best  for  smaller  spaces. 

Most  Water  Lilies  do  best  if  started  in  shallow  water  (3 
to  5")  until  they  begin  to  leaf  nicely.  Then  raise  the  water 
level  or  lower  the  boxes  so  they  have  8  to  12"  in  Summer. 
Any  Hardy  lily  or  Hardy  aquatic  will  survive  the  Winter  if 
ice  and  frost  do  not  get  at  their  roots.  Hence  for  Winter, 
lower  lily  boxes  under  ice  level  or  protect  pools  with  hoards. 
Goldfish  will  survive  under  the  ice  but  if  it  freezes  hard  it 
should  be  broken  at  intervals.  During  Winter,  fish  can  be  fed 
once  a  week  with  a  little  food  that  sinks  to  the  bottom. 


This  sectional 
drawing  shows  the 
construction  of  a 
well  -  made  rein¬ 
forced  concrete  pool 
for  lilies  and  Gold¬ 
fish.  The  Ledge  can 
be  constructed  on 
one  or  more  sides 
of  the  pool,  depend¬ 
ing  on  effect  de¬ 
sired.  It  is  built  to 
accommodate  the 
floating  plants 
(Water  Hyacinths 
etc.,)  and  the  shal¬ 
low  water  plants 
(Cattail.  Pickerel 
Rush,  Water  Canna, 
etc.).  Where  no 
ledge  is  provided, 
soil  boxes,  buckets, 
etc.,  properly  ar¬ 
ranged,  will  give  a 
good  effect. 


Note:  Much  of  the  information  we  give  herein  has  never  before  been  published  in  a  grower’s  catalogue  for  the  dealer 
trade.  We  believe  you  will  be  able  to  profit  by  these  suggestions  and  we  think  you  will  approve  of  our  efforts  to  be  of  actual 
help  in  handling  aquatic  products.

SHIPPING  METHODS,  TERMS,  ETC. 


SHIPMENTS  OF  GOLDFISH 

All  shipments  of  Goldfish  are  made  by  Express  Collect  and  cannot  be  made  any  other  way.  We 
use  specially  designed  shipping  cans  holding  four  to  ten  gallons  of  water,  the  larger  cans  being  used 
for  larger  orders.  Charges  for  transportation  are  to  be  paid  to  the  expressman  upon  delivery  and  will 
average  around  10  per  cent  of  the  value  of  fish,  depending  on  distance.  Our  fish  are  in  vigorous 
healthy  condition  when  shipped  and  there  is  very  little  loss  in  transit.  Should  any  sizable  loss  occur 
it  will  be  necessary  to  get  the  expressman  to  give  you  a  “Received  in  Bad  Order”  slip  and  send  it, 
together  with  the  shipping  tag  showing  how  water  was  changed  en  route,  and  communicate  full  details 
to  us  at  once.  WE  GUARANTEE  100%  LIVE  DELIVERY  OF  ALL  GOLDFISH  EXCEPT  IN  JUNE, 
JULY  AND  AUGUST  (SEE  REAR  COVER). 

We  ship  from  50  extra  large  fish  to  400  small  fish  to  a  standard  can,  weight  80  lbs.  For  smaller 
orders,  we  use  smaller  cans,  weight  20,  30  or  50  lbs.,  according  to  order.  This  makes  an  appreciable 
saving  in  Express  Charges. 

Our  cans  bear  two  seals,  stamped  with  our  initials,  “L.  V.  P. — J.  A.  B.”  See  that  they  are  un¬ 
broken  when  fish  are  delivered.  Also  see  notation  on  tags  as  to  how  water  was  changed  en  route. 
Keep  tags  for  evidence  if  claim  is  to  be  filed.  If  loss  occurs  during  the  nine  months  we  guarantee 
100%  live  delivery,  send  them  to  us  together  with  the  signed  “Received  in  Bad  Order  Slip”  from  the 
Express  Driver. 

RETURN  OF  CANS 

Orders  for  Goldfish  amounting  to  less  than  $3.00  must  carry  an  additional  remittance  of  40c  for  small 
can  which  may  then  be  kept.  On  all  orders  over  $3.00  we  make  no  charge  for  shipping  cans  used, 
which  remain  our  property  and  must  be  promptly  returned.  These  special  cans  represent  a  consid¬ 
erable  investment  and  we  rely  on  you  to  return  them  promptly.  No  new  tag  is  needed — only  change 
the  “to”  and  “from”  and  give  it  back  to  the  expressman.  Return  charges  by  prepaid  express  are  only 
20c  per  can  from  any  point  in  the  United  States  and  are  to  be  paid  by  you.  You  will  find  a  few  extra 
fish  in  each  can  which  are  put  in  to  repay  you  for  this  charge. 

SHIPMENT  OF  PLANTS 

Whenever  Goldfish  are  included  in  your  order,  the  plants  will  go  forward  in  the  same  shipment 
by  Express.  We  prefer  to  ship  all  orders  by  Express  Collect,  but  when  plants  are  ordered  without  any 
fish  or  sent  at  a  later  date  we  can  ship  by  Parcel  Post  if  specially  requested.  If  so,  add  10  per  cent 
of  the  amount  of  your  plant  order  to  cover  the  charge  for  postage  and  special  packing. 

CANADIAN  ORDERS 

Canadian  customers  must  write  to  the  Destructive  Insect  and  Pest  Act  Advisory  Board,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture,  Ottawa,  for  permission  to  import  Water  Plants  or  Goldfish.  This  permission 
will  be  readily  given,  as  it  is  a  matter  of  form  in  this  class.  Also  be  sure  to  send  us  the  number  of 
your  permit  so  we  may  put  it  on  your  package  for  prompt  inspection  at  the  border. 

REMITTANCES,  ETC. 

All  orders  must  be  paid  for  in  full  before  shipment  can  be  made,  unless  you  have  an  open 
account  with  us  or  wish  your  order  sent  C.  O.  D.  Personal  checks  will  be  accepted  and  should  be 
made  payable  to  THE  LAKEVIEW  PONDS.  We  will  make  prompt  shipments  of  all  orders,  except 
that  no  Tropical  Lilies  will  be  sent  until  outside  weather  conditions  permit  safe  planting,  about  June  1. 

Because  of  the  seasonal  characteristics  of  the  plants  and  fish  we  sell,  and  because  all  the  finer 
specimens  are  available  only  in  limited  quantities  which  take  many  months  or  even  years  to  produce, 
we  suggest  that  you  order  early  in  Spring  to  be  sure  of  getting  everything  you  want.  Orders  for  Gold¬ 
fish,  Aquarium  Plants  and  Lotus  can  be  shipped  early  in  April,  but  some  plants  are  not  ready  until 
May  and  Tropical  Lilies  not  until  June. 

We  will  greatly  appreciate  your  business,  and  attend  to  all  orders  promptly,  but  as  a  dealer,  may 
we  ask  that  your  minimum  order  never  be  less  than  $3.00? 

GUARANTEE  ON  PLANTS 

We  GUARANTEE  to  ship  you  best  quality  plants  and  to  have  them  arrive  in  good  condition.  If 
you  are  not  satisfied  with  any  of  our  Aquatic  Plants  or  Water  Lilies,  return  them  Express  Collect  to 
Mt.  Airy,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  same  day  as  received,  and  we  will  return  your  money  in  full,  including 
any  express  charges  paid  by  you.  Should  the  damage  have  been  caused  by  improper  handling  by  the 
Express  Company,  hold  shipment,  get  signed  “Received  in  Bad  Order”  slip  from  the  expressman  and 
advise  us  full  details  at  once.  We  try  to  ship  all  plants  true  to  name.  In  case  of  error  we  will  adjust 
our  mistake,  but  we  will  not  be  responsible  for  more  than  the  amount  paid  us  for  item  proven  untrue, 
nor  can  we  guarantee  growth  of  plants  after  they  are  received  by  customers,  since  we  no  longer  have 
control  of  such  conditions  as  light,  soil,  water  and  general  care.
